Countdown to the 201 2 Games 


Jail for benefit fraudster 

A BENEFITS cheat who stole nearly £50,000 of taxpayers 
money has been jailed for 1 2 months. 

Michelle Grand, 41 , made false housing and Council Tax 
benefit claims while earning up to £95,000 a year as a 
saleswoman. She also took out a mortgage on a Stamford 
Hill flat now worth £1 80,000, Snaresbrook Crown Court 
heard.When fraud investigators caught up with her in 
2006, they found she had £1 1 ,000 savings and bonds 
worth £20,000. 

Judge Jacqueline Beech sentenced Grand to a year in jail 
after she admitted seven counts of ‘furnishing false 
information’ between May 1 999 and August 2006 to claim 
£48,592 in benefits. 

Grand now faces losing the flat in Clays Court, Dunsmure 
Road, under the Proceeds of Crime Act. 

Her defence claimed she had been in two abusive 
relationships with men who took the money from her at the 
time the crimes were committed. 

Cllr Jamie Carswell, Deputy Mayor, said: “The taxpayers of 
Hackney end up being the victims of benefit fraud - and 
the message is clear - this will not be tolerated and 
fraudsters will be caught.” 


Fine for selling dodgy goods 

A DALST0N trader has pleaded guilty to selling unsafe 
mobile phone chargers. 

Janet Botchey, owner of Wonder, was given a two year 
conditional discharge and ordered to pay £1 ,963 in costs 
to the Council. 

Hackney Trading Standards officers bought the mobile 
phone chargers in February. When tested, the X-plus 
chargers were found to be in danger of overheating and 
giving an electric shock. 

Botchey, who could not say where she had got the 

chargers from, was prosecuted under the 
Consumer Protection Act 
1987. She pleaded 
guilty at Thames 
Magistrates Court on 
3 September.

I T’S not uncommon to 
come across strange 
sights on Hackney’s 
streets.

In the last year, the team 
has carried out 10,000 
inspections on commercial 
premises, resulting in 3,000 
enforcement actions against 
businesses not disposing of 
their waste properly. 

Fly-tipping carries a 
maximum fine of £50,000 
and dropping litter on the 
street, including cigarette 
butts and chewing gum, can 
result in an on the spot fine 
of £80. Dog owners who 
don’t clean up after their 
pets also face a Fixed Penalty 
Notice of £80. 

Cllr Alan Laing, Member 
for Neighbourhoods, said: 
“We all want to live or work 
in a borough which is clean 
and safe. Our waste, street 
cleaning and environmental 
enforcement teams work 
hard to deliver this. But it 
can only been achieved 
with co-operation from 
business owners and 
residents.”

H ackney can 

claim many famous 
fashion alumni but 
none are as 

synonymous with style as 
shoemaker to the stars - 
Jimmy Choo. 

A-listers from the worlds 
of film, music and the arts 
all flock to Jimmy’s swanky 
central London boutique to 
get their mitts on his 
unique, handmade shoes 
for everything from glitzy 
parties to glittering 
premieres. 

But when Jimmy arrived 
in London in the 1980s he 
couldn’t have known how 
important a role the 
vibrant, creative 
atmosphere of Hackney 
would play in his life. The 
borough gave Jimmy his 
start in the fashion 
industry, as he went from 
struggling student to 
multimillionaire. 

As an apprentice at the 
prestigious Hackney based 
Cordwainers’ college, the 
Malaysian perfected his 
craft as a shoemaker - a 
family trade - while 
working part-time at 
restaurants and as a cleaner 
in a shoe factory to help 
fund his education. 


“During the eighties I 
was in London for a 
holiday and a friend of 
mine told me there’s a 
special shoe college in 
Hackney called 
Cordwainers’,” Jimmy 
recalls. “So I said, although 
I had training from my 
father, it’s always good to 
have an education and I 
didn’t have a certificate. So 
I enrolled in the college to 
learn more and get more 
advanced.”

At the time, as is today, 
Hackney was a hub of 
offbeat creative talent. The 
artistic energy that buzzed 
through the borough’s 
streets inspired Jimmy to 
stay local and in 1986, 
after leaving Cordwainers’, 
he opened his first 
workshop, renting an old 
hospital building. 

“Hackney was a fantastic 
place, very peaceful and 
very relaxed in those days,” 
Jimmy says, nostalgically. 
“All types of designers and 
artists were in Hackney, 
and a lot of music stars. 
There was also a lot of 
factories and 
manufacturing, 
especially shoe 
manufacturing. It 
was a great place.” 
His 

craftsmanship and 
designs were soon 
noticed by those in

the know and it didn’t take 
long before Jimmy Choo 
shoes became the must- 
have brand for serious 
fashionistas. 

Patronage from 
celebrities and royalty, 
including Diana, Princess of 
Wales, led to Jimmy 
becoming an international 
fashion icon, and in 1998 
his success was crowned 
when he scored an 
incredible coup - his 
creations were featured in a 
record eight pages of Vogue 
magazine. 

In 2000, Jimmy was 
awarded the Malaysian 
equivalent of a state 
honour for his 
achievements and two 
years later he received an 
OBE from the Queen in 
recognition of his services 
to the UK shoe and fashion 
industry. 

But even though he’s 
mingled with the world’s 
top names and continues to 
ply his stylish trade, 

Jimmy’s love and respect for 
his Hackney roots remains 
as strong as ever. He said: 
“Hackney is a multicultural 
place. You have the 
Chinese, people from 
Jamaica, Ireland, Holland, 
all sorts of people who love 
to be in Hackney. 

“I get my 

inspiration from that 
because it’s very 
important that I love 
what I’m doing and I 
mix with people and 
get an idea of how 
they dress.

Where Choo 
found his feet 
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E VER wondered what 
happens to your 
recycling once it 
leaves Hackney? 

Read on to find out where 
your household waste ends 
its journey. 

Batteries are taken to 
G&P Batteries, based in 
Darlaston, West Midlands, 
which specialises in 
recycling and processing 
both lead and non-lead acid 
batteries. 

Kitchen and garden waste 
is sent to London Waste Ltd 
in Edmonton, where it is 
composted on site. The end 
product is used in Hackney’s 
parks and green spaces. 

Plastic bottles collected in 
the Green Box scheme are 
sent to JFC Plastics Ltd, St 
Helens, Merseyside. They 
are turned into drain pipes 
for construction and 
agricultural markets, wood 
substitute decking and 
fencing, street furniture and 
traffic lights. 

Textiles collected through 
the Green Box scheme are 
sent to LM Barry, based in 
Canning Town, or to Oxfam 
and TRAID (registered 
charities) if left in one of 
Hackney’s textile banks. In 
each case, materials are 
sorted into two streams: 
reusable clothes for charity, 
or to be reprocessed to 
make felt, wadding and 
dusters. 

Tins, cans and foil are sent 
to AMG in Wales, where 
they are turned straight 
back into more tins and 
cans. 


are of the same quality as the 
originals because glass can 
be recycled again and again 
without losing its purity. 

Paper is taken to Ayleford 
Newsprint in Kent, where it 
is turned into newsprint. 
Yellow Pages are a low 
grade paper so can’t be 
treated in the same way.

Glass is separated into 
colours and sent to a plant in 
Harlow, run by British 
Glass. After it has been 
cleaned to remove 
things like labels and 
plastic, it is mixed 
with other materials 
and melted down to 
be turned into more 
bottles and jars.

Waste Paper in Croydon, to 
be shredded for animal 
bedding. Cardboard goes to 
London Recycling Ltd, 
where it is reprocessed into 
cardboard. 

Oil is dealt with by 
Malary Environmental 
Services, where it is blended 
to produce high quality, 
reclaimed fuel oil (RFO).

New services go 
live on estates 


RESIDENTS on Hackney 
estates have begun using 
new recycling services 
being rolled out by the 
Council. 

The first new bins were 
delivered to Woodberry 
Down estate this month. 

The new service allows 
residents in high-rise 
properties to put all their 
recycling out together, 
although on some estates 
paper is recycled 
separately to maintain its 
quality. 

The Council tried out a 
number of different 
methods of collecting 
recycling from estates, 
before the new services 
were chosen. 


Many residents took 
part in the trials, and their 
input has helped in the 
development of the new 
facilities. 

Cllr Alan Laing, Cabinet 
Member for 
Neighbourhoods, said: 
“The new service aims to 
make recycling easier for 
residents. 

“Results from the trials 
have helped us to roll out 
the new service, which is 
the biggest change to the 
service since its 
introduction. 

“More materials have 
been added to the list of 
accepted recyclables, such 
as plastic bottles and 
cardboard.” 


All your recycling 
questions answered 


Q: I always recycle my fizzy drink bottles. 
Can I recycle detergent bottles too? 

A: All plastic bottles can be recycled in Hackney. 
Every type of liquid container can be recycled, 
as long as it is bottle shaped and made of 
plastic. These include shampoo, shower gel, 
moisturiser, and detergent bottles. When you 
recycle bleach bottles, please ensure they are 
empty and the lids have been removed.

Discover the history of the Windrush generation at Hackney Museum, 23 September to 15 November 


Living Under One Roof 
commemorates the 60th 
anniversary of the SS Empire 
Windrush's arrival at Tilbury 
docks on 22 June, 1948. 

Earlier this year, some of Hackney's 
Caribbean elders from islands 
including Jamaica, Barbados, St 
Lucia, Dominica and Trinidad, 
shared their experiences from as 
early as 1 954. Their recollections 


form the basis for the exhibition, 
which covers all aspects of life for 
the first generation of Caribbean 
migrant workers. 

Set in 1 962, it features recreated 
rooms from a Victorian terraced 
house in Hackney owned by a 
Jamaican couple who rented out 
rooms to other Caribbean 
immigrants. 

The exhibition will also include 


screenings of the documentary 
Living Under One Roof in Hackney, 
sponsored by Hackney Museum;

Raining then

M any parts 

of the 

country have 
suffered 
badly with flooding 
following heavy rains in 
recent weeks. 

Hackney thankfully 
has not been subject to 
such misery, but in 
former years it was a very 
different story for those 
living near the Lea River 
and Hackney Brook. 

In April 1878, several 
■ days of rain resulted in 
four-foot deep floods in 
Mare Street, with filthy 
water from over-flowing 
sewers causing extensive 
damage to houses and 
businesses and inciting 
much anger against the 
Metropolitan Board of 


Works which had ordered 
the culverting of Hackney 
Brook. 

June 1903, saw the River 
Lea burst its banks, with 
tram horses wading knee- 
deep down Lea Bridge 
Road and locals forced to 
move upstairs when the 
flood reached levels of five 
feet. Some had to leave 
their homes altogether as 
the first floors were under 
nearly three feet of water. 

A relief fund was quickly 
opened by the Mayor of 
Hackney and within a week 
money from the poor box 
had paid for 120 people to 
receive two hundredweight 
of coal and a sack of coke 
to help them dry out. 

The Lea flooded again in 
1912, 1919, and 1926, 
when people living in 
cottages nearby helped 
prevent serious damage to 


their homes by 
building a 
miniature dyke out 
of mud and stakes 
to keep the water 
at bay. 

Heavy storms brought 
misery to the area in 
August 1937, when it was 
estimated that over 
200,000 tons of rain fell in 
just over an hour. Part of 
the railway cutting at 
Clapton was washed away, 
the line and tunnel flooded 
by an overflowing sewer. 
With electrical rail signals 
also affected, train services 
were diverted and much 
delay caused to passengers. 


The Hackney Brook 
made its presence felt once 
more in 1966, again leaving 
Mare Street underwater 
and no doubt arousing 
similar reactions to those of 
1878. Today the Council 
has an Emergency Plan in 
place to cope with major 
incidents such as storms 
and floods. Thankfully this 
has not been implemented 
during the current bad 
weather - and hopefully it 
won’t have to be.

As with Water House menus, all the recipes in this column 
use environmental principles to inspire you to cook good 
food, and care about the planet. This week the recipe is 
from Head Chef Marie Gonfond. 




Vegetable & ricotta terrine Q 

with courgette, aubergine cooking 

& tomato 30mins ^ 

Serves 5 


Ingredients 

• 5 courgettes 

• 2 or 3 aubergines 

• 3 ripe English tomatoes 

• 200g spinach 

• 400g ricotta 

• A mix of fresh herbs - mint or basil and some 
lemon thyme 

• Sea salt and freshly ground black pepper 

Method 

• Slice courgette and aubergine lengthways. 
Slices about 3-4mm look beautiful, but don't 
worry if yours are a little less delicate! Slice 
the tomatoes into even rounds 

• Steam the spinach until soft. This is better 
than blanching as you will lose less flavour 
and nutrients. Leave to dry. 

• Finely chop the herbs and mix into the ricotta 


with a fork. Season the ricotta and all the 
vegetables with salt and black pepper. 

•Take a 30 x 8 x 1 0cm baking tin. Line tin 
with baking paper and put a layer of 
aubergine slices along the bottom. 

Arrange the pieces so they stretch across 
the bottom of the tin and up the sides. 

The slices need to overlap slightly. Next 
put in a layer of courgette. Then layers of 
spinach on top and next tomato. Press 
each tier down. 

• In the centre of the terrine, spread herby 
ricotta and put in layers of tomato, spinach, 
courgette and finally a layer of aubergine. 

• Fold the baking paper edges over the top to 
wrap up the parcel and press down one more 
time. Cook for 30 minutes at 200C. When it’s 
done you’ll be able to slide a knife in easily. 

• Leave to cool for a few hours or overnight. 
Serve hot or cold, two slices per person with 
a little mixed leaf salad on the side. 


A mandolin is a great way to cut fruit and veg quickly and beautifully, but it can be 
dangerous. Always use a finger guard, start slowly and concentrate on being smooth and 
rhythmical.
